‘* Havash !"’ by Major W. Lioyd-Jones, 
D.8.0., claims a place of honour by itself.

For three weeks or more the Shannon wages 
dispute has been in progres, and the prospect 


of a settlement is no nearer now than it was | 


at the beginning. Within the last few days 
additional police have been drafted into the 
city, and elaborate precautions are being 
taken to maintain the public peace. 

The work of unloading the vessel Arabia 
continues, but there is no likelihood that it 
will be completed for at least another ten 
days. Comparative tranquillity reigned every- 
where to.day, and, except for the presence of 
pickets here and there, and now and then a 
party of the Civic Guard or armed military 
marching in the direction of the docks, one 
would be ready to believe that Limerick had 
never heard of the Shannon, or any other, 
scheme for the electrification of the Irish Free 
State.

TRANSPORT WORKERS’ WAGES.

“Work of the kind,” the résolution con- 
tinues, is confined only to dockers who are 
members of a trade union. We strongly con- 
demn your action, and we call on you to 
withdraw their services immediately, as they 
are here to do mechanical work and not 
manual labour. We call on the Trades Coun- 
cil for their support in this matter.” 

ILL-TREATMENT OF GERMANS.

A statement published in the Munster 
News, and copied into the Tria Times, de- 
scribed our account as ossly exaggerated 
and highly coloured. his statement pro- 
ceeds to give another account, and EE Mi 
tally states that Mr. V. Brauchitseh was 
struck with a piece of broken motor tyre.“ 
and again we quote the act e 
Munster News, As a matter of fact the 
(slightly) injured man was not compelled to 
remain from work at any time.” This last 
paragraph published in the Munster News’ 
account is omitted in the Tris Times. 

Against this account, we have the testi- 
mony of the doctor who attended the injured 
man, He states that, in his opinion, the 
injuries to Mr. V. Brauchitsch were caused 
by his being struck with a heavy instru- 
ment, such as lead piping covered with 
cloth, and by his falling; that Mr. V. Brau- 
chitsch is in bed suffering from a slight 
concussion of the brain and from minor in- 
juries to the face and neck, and that he will 
be confined to bed for at least a fortnight. 
In addition to the doctor’s testimony, we 
have our published statement of the firemen 
who were attacked. We are, consequently, 
at an utter loss to understand how any doubt

LINEN TRADE SLUMP.

BIG FALL IN EXPORTS TO 
AMERICA. 


The slump in the Northern linen trade is 
reflected in the nay ee ae issued by the 
United States Consul in Belfast for the quarter 
ended September 30th, 1925. 

“While cottons show an increase in practi- 
cally every item, linen shows a very big 
décrease, Cotton embroidered handkerchiefs, 
for instance, show over a double export value, 
while, 22 the ay of linen handker- 
chiefs bas fallen „ value is some $5,000 
higher. Cotton hemmed handkerchiefs in- 
creased export value amounted to about 
$50,000, but linen handkerchiefs of the same 
variety fell from $708,439 to 816. Linen 
fabrics (over in weight) fell from 
$1,279,052 to $670,887. Linen thread, on the 
other hand, rose from 54,200 lbs. to 104,824 lbs., 
an increase in value of about $50,000.

Dr. Walther E. E. F. Bremer, D. Phil., 
late Professor of Prehistoric Archeology at 
the University of Marburg, has been 
sppointed Keeper of the Irish Antiquities 

vision of the National Museum of Science 
and Art, Kildare street, Dublin, under the 
Department of Education. The appointment 
dates from the ist October, 1924. 

Dr. Bremer, who was born in 1887, 
occupies a prominent ition among 
European archeologists. e entered the 
University of Marburg in 1905, and from that 
year to 1910, when be acquired the title 
of D. Phil, he pursued his studies in 
archeology and kindred subjects at Mar- 
burg, and also at Munich, Rostock and 
Giessen. After n this degree he 
went for the purpose of further training to 
the Roman-Germanic Central Museum at 
Mainz, where he worked as unpaid assistant 
until the summer of 1913, when he was 
awarded the Travelli 
German Archeological itute. 

DA. BREMER’S STUDIES.

ia and Serbia, and studied the remains 
of prehistoric civilisations in Asia Minor, 
Greece and Crete. The European Wer in- 
terrupted his studies, but, after the conclu- 
sion of hostilities, he was appointed on the 
teaching staff of Marburg University, where, 
in August, 1920, he received the venia 
legendi for prehistoric archwology, including 
early classical and Roman Greek Archmology.

Preachers, situated near the City of Dublin.“ 
The lands and houses here mentioned formed

In or about, 1742 the houses became ruinous, 
and totally unfitted tor the” Society to fe- 
side in, to hold their meetings or purste 
studies. 1792 King George III. granted a 
new charter, and the buildiries in Henrietta 
street were erected for the accommodation of 
the Benchers and the making of lawyers. 
The. Society have a fairly substantial fund 
at their disposal, and their library is a rare 
and valuable one.

Dublin and Limerick. 


The Dublin street-cleaners have done 
some thinking during the past few days, 
and their threatened strike is not likely 
to occur. At a conference yesterday with 
the Borough Commissioners the men’s 
unions made two demands—that no foreign 
labour should be introduced in connection 
with the French contract, and that the 
period of guaranteed employment for the 
208 casual workers whose position is 
endangered should be extended to two 
years. The first demand was superfluous— 
since the Commissioners never intended to 
introduce foreign labour—and the second 
was conceded. These terms of settlement 
will be submitted for the men 's ratifica- 
tion, and in the meanwhile the strike 
notives have been withdrawn. We do not 
suppose that they will be renewed, but, no 
doubt, the Commissioners will continue 
to. be prepared for every emergency. At 
times when negotiations of this sort are in 
the balance it is customary to observe a 
religious silence from any criticism which 
might cause organised labour—a high- 
mettled steed—to kick over the traces. 
Such silence, however, on this occasion 
would be not merely weak, but foolish. 
The: municipal workers’ threat was an 
outrageous attempt to intimidate the 
citizens. of Dublin; it revealed heartless 
ingratitude to a most generous employer 
and an utterly selfish disregard of the 
hardships and losses in which a strike 
would have involved the whole community. 


It the Borough Commissioners had allowed 


themselves to be bullied into surrender, 
they would have betrayed their trust and 
the affairs of the country's capital would 
have been reduced to chaos. In all pro- 
bability the attempt has succumbed to the 
Commissioners’ firmness and to the anger 
of public opinion; but, if it is repeated, 


rebellion once for all. In every way these 
municipal workers have done themselves 
an extreme disservice. Somebody ought 
to have given them pause with the story 
of the Greek philosopher who was carried 


the philosopher said to them: Your best 
chance of escape is to leave ame gods in 
ignorance of your existence.” Until the 
strike-threat compelled the Commissioners 
to publish facts few people can have 
realised the extraordinary favours which 
the municipal labourers enjoy at the rate- 
payers’ experise. Theirs is, indeed, an 
umbrageously ‘‘ sheltered’’ occupation. In 
return for the unskilled work of scavenging 
they have wages at the highest rate paid 
in Ireland, the shortest working week, 
double pay for labour at night, full pay 
during illness and holidays, pensions after 
twenty years’ service and a score of other 
privileges. These men are getting at 
least £100,000 per annum in excess of 
wages paid for corresponding work in 
Dublin. Here surely is a tree to which 
the application of the Borough Commis- 
sioners’ axe is over-due. If it is argued, 
however, that the wages and perquisites of 
unskilled labour in Dublin's municipal 
service are not excessive, what are we to 
think of the wages which Messrs. Siemens- 
Schuckert are offering to unskilled labour 
in Limerick?

Irrigation. 

The Nile might be called the mother. of 
Western civilisation ; for it was beside her 
fertilising waters that primitive man 
first. learnt to grow crops, to build and to 
write. From the Nile valley the seeds of 
advancement: passed to Crete and Mycene 
and engendered the lofty order that looms 
beyond Homer. To-day the Nile calls 
forth the supreme exertions of the engineer- 43 
ing art. Within a few months a British 
Prince will open the Makwar dam 
on the Blue .Nile—one of the most 
stupendous undertakings ever carried out 
by British engineers and contractors, The 
dam, which has cost many millions of 
pounds, already is carrying out its task; 
for the contractors were obliged, under a 
penalty of many thousand pounds a day, 
to complete the works so that water would 
be flowing over the barrage in July. last. 
Twenty thousand men were employed in 
the work of. construction, and spectators 
may have been reminded of. the dusky 
multitudes who toiled in the far-off ages 
for King Cheops in the building of his 
enigmatic tomb. The dam is no less than 
two miles long, and it banks up a lake 
which extends for fifty miles and is fifty- 
six feet deep. From the barrage a canal 
and waterways distribute the stored up 
flood over three hundred thousand square 
miles of desert. The dam is situated 
some two hundred and fifty miles south of 
Khartum, where the White and Blue 
Niles join. The Government intends to dam 
the White Nile in like fashion, so as to in- 
crease the reserve of water available for 
Egyptian irrigation; and the Blue Nile, 
which drains the highlands of Abyssinia, 
will be reserved for the irrigation of the 
Sudan. By this great work it is expected 
that hundreds of thousands of acres, 
hitherto barren, will be brought into use 
for the growing of cotton and of food 
crops.

LUCK. 


(By HENRY P. KERNEY.) 

The modern tide of scepticism, now ebbing 
fast, has never shaken popular. belief in. the 
existence of “luck” as a mystic element of 
good or evil in the livesof individuals. Who that 
has lived Jong, in varied human surroundings, 
cannot tell stories of the uncanny good, or ill, 
fortune which seems to attach to certain in- 
dividuals—those who themselves meet with 
good luck or who seem to bring good luck to 
others, as well as those who appear to be 
pursued by bad luck or actually to radiate it? 
Of the last, or jeftatura class, as the 
Italians call it, I recall one extraordinary 
case—that of a Ruthenian, a kind- hearted, 
thoroughly good fellow, who appeared uncon- 
sciously to strew misfortune round about him. 
The weird and almost incredible series of mis- 
happenings, including even one or two fatal ac- 
cidents, assOciated directly or indirectly with 
his presence, and in localities far apart, dur- 
ing the few years while I knew him (and 
until he himself finally vanished as a victim 
of Bolshevism), deeply impressed even the 
least superstitious amongst his own friends 
and acquaintances.

£750.000 BUTTER SHIP.

BIG CONSIGNMENT FROM NEW 
ZEALAND TO LONDON. 


Apart from large insurances on gold 
London underwriters are known to be now 
interested in considerable consignments of 
Dominion produce. 

It is understood (says The Times) that 
butter, now on the way from New Zealand 
in one ship is valued at about £750,000. It 
is the first shipment of the New Zealand 
Dairy Control Board to be insured in accord- 
ance with. the arrangement which, as was 
described in these columns on September 10, 
was recently concluded with London com- 
panies and Lloyd's underwriters. The magni- 
tude of the shipment sug esis how serious 
any interruption of the voyage might be 
owing to desertions.

British shipowners, 
therefore, expect the Australian authorities to 
ensure that the sailings of vessels shall not 
be illegally interrupt This, it is thought, 
should be quite within the power of the 
Governments.

A Royal Farmer.

The Territoriale. 


As the Metropolis provides a territorial 
hattalion of London Irish and another of 
London Scottish, a new unit is suggested 
exclusively for the London Welsh. The 
authorities have received the proposal 
sympathetically, and probably would give 
efiect to it forthwith but that it would 
disturb the establishment and the division 
to which the battalion would be allotted— 
namely, the 47th or 2nd London.

He defended the Mosul policy put for- 
ward by Mr. Amery at Geneva, and said 
that it had the full support of the Govern- 
ment. They were not concerned with an 
issue of war, but with the implementing of 
a treaty of peace ahd intended to continue 
to co-operate with Iraq. 

„Every member of our party should 
make a point of buying British goods,” 
he added. If you canflot buy British 
goods, buy Empire goods. 

Mr. Baldwin then referred to the con- 
nection of labour unrest and the problem 
of unemployment. ' 

“ Communism—a foreign production— 
is begotten of ignorance: out of. misery, 
he declared. The Communists have 
failed in the United States and in Ger- 
many. I think I see signs that they are 
beginning to concentrate in France. They 
will fail in France and they will fail 
here. 

He concluded with the assurance that 
the Government would employ all the 
power which the law gives them to deal 
with all attempts to seduce the loyalty of 
the troops and to protect the best interests 
of the cowg@ry. The Government must 
maintain law and order and ensure the 
maintenance of the public services. . 

He also stated that the Cabinet was 
determined to make substantial reductions: 
in next year’s estimates.

ESTERDAY’S count of votes in the 

Free State Senate election resulted 

in the return. of Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon, 

the Farmers’ candidate, who received 150 
votes in excess of the quota. 

Two retiring Senators—Mr. de Loughry, 
a prominent member of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal, and a former Mayor of Kil- 
kenny City, and Mr. O'Dea, a Dublin 
merchant—were eliminated, in addition to 
Sir Arthur Chance. Of the 76 original 
candidates there now remains but sixteen 
to compete for the thirteen vacancies. 

Surgeon Barniville, who received a total 
of 2,051 transfers yesterday—1,013 from 
Sir Arthur Chance, 607 from Mr. O'Dea, 
and 407 from Mr. de. Loughry—now 
occupies the first position on the list, and 
requires 1,397 votes for the qucta. Mr. 
Fanning holds second position, with 397 
votes less than Surgeon Barniville. Mr. 
O'Dea's transfers gave him 433, Mr. de 
Loughry’s 418, and Sir Arthur Chance’s 
287. Sir E. Bellingham is third, being 
only 70 behind Mr. Fanning. His transfers 
were 888 from Sir Arthur Chance, 545 
from Mr. O’Dea, and 280 from Mr. de 
Loughry. Mr. Dillon has gone from eighth 
place to sixth, by a total of 2,439 transfers.

IHE NEW CULT OF 
FREEDOM. 


40 E Catholic Spirit and the Work-a- 
day World was the subject of an 
interesting address by the Rev. T. P. F. 
Gallagher at the Catholic Truth Society's 
Conference in Dublin yesterday. 

Father Gallagher said that the preachers 
of the new cult of freedom and un- 
restrained indulgence, which would make 
nature a god whose prophet was in- 
dulgence had secured some sympathetic 
hearers in Ireland, and against this cult he 
urged Roman Catholics to take a firm 
stand. 

Some o the modern dances were shame- 

fully suggestive. Dancing could be an 
i-teresting and exhilarating appeal to 
youth; but “why should any Christian 
people permit such an act to be degraded 
into ministering to satyric impulses?” 
. Suggestiveness in women’s dress and in 
the theatre was touched upon, and Father 
Gallagher appealed to women to prove by 
voice and by example that they do not 
think that the human form divine looks 
more beautiful when it discards modesty. ' 
In regard to theatres, he said that a puri- 
fied stage was a great asset to any com- 
munity ; but there was a world of differ- 
ence between holding the mirror up to 
nature and “inviting the onlooker to 
watch the fermentation in a cesspool.”’ 

In the evening a very successful recep- 
tion took place in the Mansion House.

At the Dublin Mansion House yesterday the 
Conference was resumed, the chair being occu- 
pied by the Most Rev. Dr. Keane, Bishop of 
Limerick, 

The Rev. T. P. F. Gallagher read his paper 
on The Catholic Spirit and the Work-a- 
Day World.“ He said that dramatic or sen- 
sational happenings had small interest for the 
ordinary citizen of the work-a-day worl; 
their influence was, as a rule, ephemeral, and 
when otherwise was deleterious more often 
than sustaining. Epoch-making events never

j came within the ambit of his ambition. 


Public opinion was the tremendous force for 
good or evil with which the reformer or the 
wrecker of society must make terms. The 
eruse which had enlisted its support was 
triumphant whilst that alliance lasted. 

Public opinion had often changed sides for 
better or worse, and with dramatic sudden- 
ness. At the present day a highly-trained body 
of advocates was straining everv nerve and 
using every stratagem to mould and win 
public opinion against the cause of God. The 
times were propitious; for the aftermath of 
that war that was to end wars had pro- 
vided them with a great recruiting platform, 
and the worst passions had been aroused. In 
prose and poetry, in book and magazine, in 
drama and music, in cinema and ballroom, 
they were sedulously striving to inject their 
tendencies. As a rule they were not openly 

ostile. 

Ireland was no longer an island, except in 
a geographical sense. The preachers of that 
new cult of. freedom apd unrestrained in- 
duigence would make nature a god, whose 
prophet was passion, and had secured some 
sympathetic hear:rs in Ireland. There was 
ro immediate danger of Irish public opinion’s 
tolerating any direct onslaught on the great 
supernatural. truth of our faith. A new spirit 
of independence, unfriend!y to any authority, 
human or divine, had raised its standard, 
and the recruits had grown into battalions. 
The child had learnt te chafe against 
parental control, and the citizen was 
caustically critical, and sometimes con- 
temptuous of civic control. Their condition, 
though grave, was by no means hopeless, 
and publ opinion in Ireland was in greater 
need cf a tonic than of an operation. 


LEGISLATIVE GOVERNMENT. 

Whether its form be monarchic or 
republican, he said: whether the State be 
endowed with the fullest measure of civic 
freedom, or subordinated to some other civil 
power, every legitimate Government holds 
office from God, and every portfolio is a 
delegation from His. powers. No Catholic 
would explicitly repudiate this doctrine; for 
it was Catholic teaching. e names of 
those in the State who regard the discharge 
of their civic duties with the same cor- 
scientious seriousness as they regard the 
observance of the Commandments in their 
private lives, would not hopelessly overcrowd 
the pages of the hetion’s recording angel. 
A kindred, but more dangerous, inconsisteney 
was veiled in the distinction often made he 
tween religion and politics. His de- 
sire in emphasising and applying these 
doctrines was to focus serious public 
attention on those fundamental truths, 
their clear recognition and thorough 
realisation were indispensably needful if 
public opinion in our work-a-day world was 


to draw its inspiration from, and be guided 


and vivified by, the Spirit of Christ. 

On the clerics, indeed, a heavy responsi- 
bility was laid to act the part of leaders, to 
state and iterate the Divine doctrines that 
appertain to social life. What they needed 
to-day was laymen who had the moral cour- 
age to give public and emphatic expression 
to their personal religious convictions on 
social questions. At present they were shy 
of bearing public testimony, before their 
brethren, of the faith that is in them. 


DANCING, GOOD AND EVIL. 

Every clean-minded person who knew any- 
thing about the subject admitted that some oí 
the modern dances are shamelessly suggestive. 
Why leave the condemnation of them to the 
bishops, who might never have seen these 
salacious desecrations of the “ poetry, of 
motion“ Dancing could be an innocent and 
exhilerati recreation. and would al- 
ways appeal to youth. The rhythmic 
motion of the body to the accompaniment of 
music could be most artistic, and could con- 
tribute a great deal to habitual gracefulness 
in movement. But why should any Christian 
— permit such an act to be ig age into 
ministering to satyric impulses?’ Why should 
not a *. Catholic young men who are 
lovers of dancing, and frequenters of the ball- 
room, have the manliness to band themselves 
together and utter an emphatic protest 
against sensuality masquerading as amuse- 
ment, and ratify their protest by publicly re- 
fusing to. take part in such dances’ .

WITHDRAWN. 


There will. be no strike of the Dublin 
municipal employés to-morrow, and ‘the 
contract which was made by the City Com- 
missioners with a French firm for the 
cleaning of the streets stands. 

An agreement was reached at a confer- 
ence which was called yesterday by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce; the! 
strike notices have been withdrawn, and a 
mass meeting of the men will be called to 
ratify or reject the proposal accepted by 
their representatives at the conference. 


SETTLEMENT TERMS. 


THE GUARANTEES. 


At the conclusion of the conference; which 
lasted from 11 a.m. until 6 p.m., with an 
adjournment for luncheon, the following 

ial statement was issued :— 3 

A conference was held this morning in 


the offices of the Department of Industry and 


Commerce, which was attended by deleg:tes 
representing the following unions 2 

The Irish Municipal Employés’ Trade 
Union ; i i 

The Irish Engineering Industrial Union; 

The Workers’ Union of Ireland, and 

The Electrical Trade Union (Dublin). 

At a point in the proceedings immediately 
before the adjournment the following state- 
ment was handed by the delegates of the 
workers to the Commissioners :— 

“If we are guaranteed that. no foreign 
labour will be imported for the cleansing of 
the city, and that the 208 men be guaranteed 
employment until the Ist October, 1927, and 
that displacement of men will not take place 
in other departments solely in order to make 
room for the 208 men referred to, the dele- 
gates of the Municipal Workers’ Union pre- 
sent are prepared to place before their mem- 
bers “for their favourable consideration the 
withdrawal of the strike notices which were 
to take effect on Saturday, 10th instant. The 
delegates of other unions present approved of 
this attitude.“ ' 

Immediately on resumption after the ad- 
journment the Cemmissioners handed in the 
tollowing reply :— 

“We have at the outset guaranteed that 
no foreign labour would be imported for the 
cleansing of the city. We have also at an 
earlier stage of the proceedings stated that 
no displacement of meu will take place in 
other departments solely in order to make 
room for the 208 men referred to, and this 
statement we repeat. We are prepared 
further to extend the period of guaranteed 
employment of the 208 men from the Ist 
October, 1926, to 1st October, 1927. In order 
to allow an opportunity to the men to hold 
a meeting to decide on the position, the 
strike notice is withdrawn, pending the deci- 
sion of the men.” 

As a result of the conference the with- 
drawal of labour will not take place on Satur- 
day, the 10th inst., and if the men ratify 
the proposed settlement the threat of á 
stoppage is at an end. If the men do not 
ratify the proposal, then a week must elapse 
before a new strike notice would take effect. 


THE ATTENDANCES. 

The Chairman of the Conference was Mr. 
R. C. Ferguson, senior officer Department f 
Industry and Commerce, and, in addition to 
the representatives of the four trade umovrs 
interested, the three City Commissioners— 
Mr. Seamus Murphy, Mr. P. J. Hernon, and 
Dr. Dwyer, with the Town Clerk, Mr. John 
J. Murphy, were present. 

At the morning sitting objection was taken 
to the presence of a shorthand writer, who 
came with the delegates of the Workers’ 
Union, but it was subsequently agreed that 
the note-taker might remain. 

For the time being, at any rate, the strike 
has been averted. 


BUSINESS MEN SUPPORT THE 
COMMISSIONERS, 


The possibility of a strike was considered 
at a special meeting of the Council of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
when the following resolution was passed :— 

“The Council of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, having considered the various 
statements on the subject, is of opinion that 
there is no ‘justification whatever for the 
action of the Irish Municipal Emplove: 
Union in notifying their intention to with. 
draw their labour on Saturday nest. 

Neither the question of wages nor of 
non-union labour is involved; the rights of 
the permanent municipal. employés are 
absolutely protected, and the temporary em- 
ployés are offered twelve months’ work, with 
ats An of further employment. 

In the circumstances, the Council ap- 
proves of the action of the City Commis- 
sioners, and appeals to all citizens who can 
help, and especially those with appropriate 
technical knowledge and experience, to 
respond without delay to the request for 
offers of assistance, and thus support the 
Commissioners in their efforts to secure con- 
tinuity of the essential public services. 


HARMFUL LABOUR UPHEAVALS. 


Mr. Walter Baird, who presided at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board, also referred to the subject, and said 
that he thought that the Board would agree 
with him that some slight reference should be 
made to the possible strike of the Municipal 
employés, and the difficulties that might 
arise in the city on Saturday. He thought, 
however, that, in vie of the present position 
of affairs and the meeting that was proceed-, 
ing under the direction of the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce, it would not be ad- 
visable to discuss the matter. He was sure 
that he re-echoed the hope of all the members 
of the Board that the threatened strike might 
be aver (Hear, hear.) These recurring 
difficulties in the city brought about by 
labour upheavals were creating a tremendous 
amount of difficulty to business people, and 
mu to the detriment of the country at 
arge.

FURTHER DISCOVERY AT

RECONSTRUCTION OF WEST 
WING OF PALACE. 

Sir Aitlar Evans, if the chte of a 
special article in The Times, writes: — The 
aim of the present season’s work at Knossos, 
now concluded, has been, not so much to 
open new ground as to continue and, so far 
as it is possible, to complete the reconstitu- 
tion of the west wing of the palace.

He died 
intestate, leaving a son, Michael, living on 
the farm, and another son, the plaintiff, 
living in Glasgow with a sister, Mary. The 
document purporting to be his last will and 
dated 8th January, 1919, by which his farm 
was to be left to the son Michael, who lived 
at home, was drawn up and ¢xecuted more 
than twelve months after the death of the 
deceased, and one of the witnesses to that 
will was actually dead before the death of 
the testator. 

John M'Cann, the executor of the will, 
said that he did not sign the will as a witness 
in the presence of the testator, but about a 
year after the testator’s death “Mick 
Sherry called him in and got him to sign his 
name in Mick Sherry’s own house as a 
witness to the will. 

The judge said that he was satisfied with 
the evidence of the executor, and condemned 
the will.
